This project will provide a larger Dispensary/Dental Clinic to upgrade the
existing medical facility at New River Air Station. The existing facility
which was constructed in 1956, requires extensive maintenance and is not
conducive to the modern practice of medicine, e. g., poor lighting, patient
flow, crowded spaces, improper temperature control, etc.

The existing site is located on the South side of Curtis Road at the
intersection of McAvoy Street. The area for expansion is currently a parking
lot and grassed area.

INTRODUCTION

This project will provide a larger Dispensary/Dental Clinic to upgrade the

existing medical facility at New River Air Station. The existing facility

which was constructed in 1956, requires extensive maintenance and is not

conducive to the modern practice of medicine, e. g., poor lighting, patient

flow, crowded spaces, improper temperature control, etc.

The existing site is located on the South side of Curtis Road at the

intersection of McAvoy Street. The area for expansion is currently a parking

lot and grassed area.
